We don't blame the gentlemen 


if they skipped the most pertinent 
dictionary definition of "liberal" in 
the political sense. For Webster's 
Unabridged slill says il is some- 
thing "having a tendency toward 
democratic or republican, as dis- 
tinguished from monarchial or aris- 
ftoci'atic, forms," which is hardly 
up-to-the-minute, no matter 
how 


philosophical you're feeling. 


Messrs. Warren, Dcwey and Taft 


also agreed—we judge without col- 
lusion or help from the audience— 
that liberalism is a much abused 
and distorted term. After reading 
the six entries, we are inclined lo 
agree with them fully. 


From the definitions of these in- 


telligent and experienced politicians 
the conclusion is inescapable thai
